Bodyguard Also Hit 
in Fusillade.

The principal of the game is the fa- 
miliar one of its companion game, 
curling, or of horseshoes or shuffle- 
board.

This 
sounds simple but fails to give a con- 
ception of the strategy of the game. 
Each end or inning is of a different 
length and in “building the head,” 
playing the sixteen bowls, the chances 
of generalship are innumerable. 

Technical Terms Explained. 

The leadoff man naturally tries to 
place the ball near the jack, while 
those following try to wick or 
carom off a ball to a place near the 
jack, knock an opponent’s ball away 
or block an. opponent from entering 
any port or opening to the jack. 
The skip who bowls last stands over 
the “head” calling for the kind of 
shot he wants, 

Naturally the game has its own vo- 
cabularly. To draw a ball means 
to curve it in sé it will come to rest 
on a designated spot, which may be 
near the jack or may block an oppon- 
ent, or perhaps be laid back as a 
guard against an opponent knocking 
the jack further along the green. A 
“running” shot is a fast one. 4 
“wick” is a carom.
